Jce York, young worker, age 19, 
Michigan Secretary of the Young 
Communist League, pioneer ard 
leader of the early organization 
efforts on the part of youth to 
win jobs and security, did not die 
in vain. The cause he fought for 
is today a cause of tens of thou- 
sands. The enemy he fought is 
today in retreat and in the 
shadow of defeat. 

The stifiess devotion, the 
modest attitude towards self- 
sacrifice in behalf of his class, 
his tireless work in educating and 
crganizing working youth, his 
stubborn efforts to educate him- 
self and to better equip himself 
to fulfill his responsibilities As 
State Secretary of the Commu- 
nist League, his courage and lead- 
ership by exemp’e ard not merely 
by exhortation, are more tren a 
gend. These qualities have be- 
come examples for Young Com- 
munists and militant young work- 
ers to emulate. In times like these, 
in the face of terror and abuse 
against fighters for the peac? and 
well-being of the people, an army 
of peoples heroes will emerge in 
the best American traditions, pat- 
terned after the example of Joe 
York.

and Ford police when they marched for jobs and relief, 
the Ford Motor Co. in newspaper ads and with the help 


of the press announced far and 
wide that he was “ready to em- 
ploy thousands” at his plants. 


From all over the country came 
the hopeful hungry and jobless. 
And when they came to the gates, 
after standing in the bitter cold 
all night, fire hoses were turned 
on them and those who did not 
disperse quickly were 
merciless]. 


At the time of the September, 
1931, American Legion convention, 
Ford made a grand gesture dur- 
ing the four days of the gather- 
ing. Many thousands were put to 
work and word was emblazoned 
in nation-wide headlines that 
employment would soon reach a 
new record at Ford's. 

When the first wintry blasts 
arrived, men were already laid 
off and in the thousands. Under 
the liber un!“ Mayor Murphy of 
Detroit, now Supreme Court Jus- 
tice of the United States, a pact 
was made with the Chase Na- 
tional Bank of New York that re- 
lief to the hungry and jobless of 
Detroit would be cut to nothing 
in exchange for loans used main- 
ly to pay interest on Detroit city 
bonds back to the bankers them- 
selves. 

Layoffs came fast that winter, 


” but were either denied or ignored 


by the press. The lines before 
the relief stations extended for 
blocks. Conditions became worse 


| and evictions were being fought 


by the scores throughout the city. 
Demonstrations for relief, led by 
the Unemployment Councils, were 
held at all Detroit relief stations. 
Mass demonstrations were held 
before Detroit’s City Hall, protest- 
ing “liberal” Mayor Murphy's 
hunge: budget.

Certainly this opposition and criticism 
entirely valid and should be seconded by the 
entire labor movement. This is so even 
though one must reserve judgment on Mur- 
ray’s own counter-proposals. If reports are 
correct, it appears that Murray’s proposals 
require just as serious examination as he has 
given Hillman’s plan. For they seem to tend 
in the direction of the so-called Reuther or 
previous Murray schemes, which are actually 
no alternatives to Hillman's anti-labor plan 
at all.

The ‘No AEF’ Amendment 
» A panic hit the White House spokesmen 
in the Senate when it looked that a vote 
might be taken on the “No AEF” amend- 
ment yesterday. . 

For four hours, Senator Barkley filibust- 
of preventing a vote on the Ellender amend- 
ment. The White House propagandists for 
HR 1776 breathed a sigh of relief when the 
vote was balked. 

This incident X-Rays the whole HR 1776 
strategy. The collapse of Senator Ellender's 
“fight” also X-Rays the deceptive character 
of his amendment itself. 

But even this paper amendment (which 


actually meant nothing as far as protecting 


the American people is concerned) was “too 
hot” for public debate and vote. 

It was “too hot” for the Administration 
simply because it revealed the hypocrisy of 
every argument which has been brought 
forth against the bill. Even the suggestion 
of such a debate revealed that the supporters 
of the bill are quite deliberately hiding their 
real aims from the view of the nation, and 
are selling it with a species of “double talk” 
which will be dropped later. 

Fearful of what the people have glimpsed, 
the latest maneuver is to stampede the na- 
tion into accepting a bill which spells war 
and dictatorship for America by smearing 
the Swastika on the plain folk of America 
who don't want it. 

This is merely a copy of the Hitlerite 
technique of yelling “Jew” at every opponent 
of Hitlerism in Nazi Germany. 

The wily strategists of the Administra- 
tion are also using another ruse. They have 
ignored the fact that the real opposition to 
the bill comes from labor and the people; 
instead, they have picked on one or two of 
their own fellow-imperialists who happen to 
differ with the White House on the details 
of the war policy, and they pretend that 
these men are the leaders of the fight against 
HR 1776. But the fact is that there are just 
as many Ku Klexers, anti-Semites, and fas- 
cists among the supporters of the bill as in 
the “family opposition.”

It is possible that this case may become as significant as the 
Dimitroff trial in demonstrating the character of the Nazi-like cam- 
paigns of the Levines and similar professionals. 

Here a low waterfront goon who had gone to prison for a 
cheap robbery of a storekeeper, * whom he said, The Jew made me 
mad.” The judge in sentencing him said he did not believe Valtin 
to be mentally normal. It is the shadiest and lowest of persons, but 
precisely the kind the Gestapo has constantly employed. And now 
the American liberals make him their hero! 

I do not believe any system can long survive that is not based 
on justice. If we have come to the point in America where the head 
of our Department of Justice, Mr. Hoover, uses such Valtins, and Mr. 
Berle. of cur State Department, also endorses him, one is safe in 
saying that some final decay of the American “way of life” has set in. 

This sort of thing would not have been possible five years ago. 
ten years ago, or even during the last war, which heavens knows, 
produced a sufficient quota of legal injustice. 

This case is a revelafi6n of degeneracy in the high places ol 
literary and governmental America. It does not hurt the Soviet 
Union. which has weathered all such plots of all such rats thus far. 
But it terribly damages America when our leaders have lost all moral 
sense. 


The pornography and sadism in Valtin’s book come right out 


of the pages of Jullus Streicher’s magazine. The character of Valtin 
smelis strongly like that of a Nazi degenerate. So much is certain: 
but it evidently does not arouse any distrust or other emotion in some
